Cap. 1. The War Measures Act, 1914 5 Geo. ¥. 


1. This Act may be cited as “The War Measures Act, 
1914.” 


2. All acts and things done, or omitted to be done, prior 
to the passing of this Act, and on or after the first day of 
August, A. D. 1914, by or under the authority of, or ratified 
by— 


(a) The Governor in Council ; 


(b) Any Minister or Officer of the Government of New- 
foundland ; 


(c) Any other authority or person ; 
wuich, had they been done or omitted after the passing of 
this Act, would have been authorized by this Act, or by 
orders or regulations hereunder, shall be deemed to have 
been done or omitted under the authority of this Act, and 
are hereby declared to be lawfully done or omitted. 


3. The provisions of sections six, ten, and eleven of this 
Act shall only be in force during war, invasion or insurrec- 
tion, real or apprehended. 


4. The issue of a proclamation by or under the authority 
of the Governor in Council shall be conclusive evidence that 
war, invasion or insurrection, real or apprehended, exists, 
and has existed for any period of time therein stated, and 
of its continuance until by the issue of a further proclama- 
tion it is declared that the war, invasion or insurrection, 
no longer exists. 


5 It is hereby declared that war has continuously existed 
since the fourth day of August, 1914, and shall be deemed 
to exist until the Governor in Council by proclamation, pub- 
lished in the Loyal Gazette, declares that 1t no longer exists ; 
but any and all proceedings instituted or commenced by or 
under such authority of the Governor in Council before the 
jxsue of such last mentioned proclamation, the continuance of 
which he may authorize, may be carried on and concluded 
as if the said proclamation had not issued. 
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6. The Governor in Council shall have power to do and Respecting orders 
authorize such acts and thinys, and to make, from time to A 
time, such orders and reyulations, as he may, by reason of 
the existence of real or apprehended war, invasion or insur- 
rection, deem necessary or advisable for the security, defence, 
peace, order and welfare of Newfoundland; and for greater 
certainty, but not so as to restrict the generality of the fore- 
going terms, it is hereby declared that the powers of the 
Governor in Council shall extend to all matters coming 
within the classes of subjects hereinafter enumerated, that 
is to say :-— 


(a) Censorship, and the control and suppression of pub- 
lications, writings, maps, plans, photographs, com- 
munications and means of communication ; 


(b) Arresv, detention, exclusion and deportation ; 


(c) Control of the harbours, ports and territorial waters 
of Newfoundland, and the movement cf vessels ; 


(d) Transportation by land, air or water, and the control 
of the transport of persons and thiugs; 


(e) Trading, exportation, importation, production and 
manufacture ; 


(f) Appropriation, control, forfeiture and disposition of 
property, and of the use thereof. 


(2) All orders and regulations made under this section 
shall have the force of law, and shall be enforced in 
such manner and by such courts, officers and authori- 
ties as the Governor in Council may prescribe, and 
may be varied, extended or revoked, by any subsequent 
order or regulation; but if any order or regulation is 
varied, extended or revoked, neither the previous opera- 
tion thereof, nor anything duly done thereunder, shall 
be affected thereby, nor shall any right, privilege or 
obligation or hability aeq uired, accrued, accruing or in- 
curred thereunder be affected by such variation, exteu- 
sion or revocation,

7. Whenever ary property, or the use thereof, has been 
appropriated by His Majesty under the provisions of this 
Act, or any Order in Council, order or regulation made here- 
under, and compensation is to be made therefor and has not 
been agreed upon, the claim shall be referred by the Minis- 
ter of Justice to the Supreme Court or a Judge thereof. 


8. Any ship or vessel used or moved, or any goods, wares 
or merchandize dealt with contrary to any order or regula- 
tion made under this Act, may be seized and detained, and 
shall be liable to forfeiture at the instance of the Minister of 
Justice, upon proceedings in the Supreme Court. 


9. The Supreme Court shall have power to make rules 
governing the procedure upon any reference made to, or pro- 
ceedinys taken before, such Court or a Judge thereof under 
the said sections. 


10. The Governor in Council may prescribe the penalties 
that may be imposed for violations of orders and regulations 
made under this Act, but no such penalty shall exceed a fine 
of five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding five years, or both fine and imprisonment, and may 
also prescribe whether such penalty be imposed upon suin- 
mary conviction or upon indictment, 


11. No person who is held for deportation under this Act, 
or under any regulation made hereunder, or is under arrest 
or detention as au alien enemy, or upon suspicion that he is 
an alien enemy, or to prevent his departure from Newfound- 
land, shall be released upon bail or otherwise discharged or 
tried, without the consent of the Minister of Justice. 


12. No resident of Newfoundland, whether he is a New- 
foundland citizen or not, and whether he has a Newfound- 
land domicile or not, who leaves Newfoundland to perform 
any military or other service for any country then at war 
with His Majesty, or for the purpose of aiding or abetting 
in any way His Majesty's enemies, shall be permitted to land 
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in Newfoundland or remain therein, except with the permis- 
sion of the Minister of Justice. If any such person is also 
prosecuted for any offence of which he may have been guilty, 
he shall be lable to undergo any punishment imposed upon 
him under such prosecution before he is deported.

(3) The Governor in Council may prescribe the rate of 
wages to be paid men employed by the licensee 
for the purpose of cutting and exporting such
